ly to investigate, expose and com­ 
bat” the Communist “ conspiracy.”

Communists would interpret cen­ 
sure of McCarthy as a victory for 
them. 
In a speech prepared for the in­ 
troduction of his amendment, John­ 
son said he personally feels that 
McCarthy “ has alerted the nation 
to the menace of Communism in 
federal employment and in the 
Army.” 
But that has nothing whatsoever 
to do with the censure case, John­ 
son said. 
Johnson said his speech proba­

WASHINGTON Ufi — The United 
States today brushed aside a Rus­

The State Department released 
the text of a brief note delivered 
to the Soviet Foreign Ministry at 
Moscow today in rspense to a 
Russian protest of last August 4. 
The Soviet note had objected to

The Russian note, after detailing 
incidents in which it said American 
aircraft systematically flew low 
over Soviet vessels and circled 
them for as much as an hour, 
asked that “ necessary measures 
be taken” to stop all this.

Cancer Claims 


Atomic Expert 


CHICAGO W — Fellow scientists 
today mourned the death of Enrice 
Fermi, self-exiled Italian physicist 
who became the architect of the 
atomic age. 
Fermi died of cancer Sunday at 
the 
age of 53. 
If he had 
been 
spared a few more years, Chair­ 
man Lewis L. Strauss of the Ttom- 
ic Energy Commission said, “ he 
might have been saved by medical 
techniques derived from his own 
discoveries.” 
The Nobel Prize winner’s con­ 
trolled release of nuclear energy 
made atomic power a reality. He 
first suggested the possibility of 
an atomic bomb to the U. S. gov­ 
ernment in 1939. Three years later 
tbe atomic pile he built at the 
University of Chicago provided the 
key to the 
manufacture 
of the 
A-bomb. 
Fermi showed the first symp­ 
toms of illness in September after 
returning from a visit to Italy. He 
said he had difficulty swallowing. 
An explanatory operation disclosed 
cancer of the stomach which doc­ 
tors 
called 
“ too 
extensive 
for 
treatment.” 
The scientist was told late in 
October that he had cancer but not 
that he was dying. 
Just 12 days before his death 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission 
named him the winner of its first 
$25,000 special award for nuclear 
work.
